arufthe negro rate 26 per thousand^ It is interesting to note here 
that while the figure of 25 per thousand- vas quoted as the prevail" 
ing rate for the past three or four months, I vas informed in 
January of this year by Major Robert Dyer of the Surgeon General 's 
office that the rate for the entire army at that time was approxi^ 
mately 38 per thousand per year while the rate for the Air Corps 
alone was 28 per thousand, I suppose there is some statist teal 
explanation for this discrep^ancy but I was unable to obtain any 
information in regard to it. 

During the major portion of the program I sat with 
Colonel Turner and engaged in conversation with him from time to 
time. He stated he was aware of the effective worh being done by 
the Bureau in its white slave and May Act jurisdictions to counter- 
act prostitution and was appreciative of it, I tooh occasion to 
inform Colonel Turr^er of the up-to-date statistics of convictiont 
under the statutes* 

The next speaher on the program was Elliot£i(^ess who 
acted as co-chairman with Mr, Taft at the meeting and He praised 

the program of the Social Protection Section of the Federal Security 
Agency which seems to embrace all avenues of actipity* The burden 
of his remarhs was 'cooperation" and while he very cleverly gave 
credit to all agencies represented at the conference he tooh fre^ 
quent occasion to project his own importance as Director of the 
Social Protection Section into his remarhs and dealt with his ovm 
activities to considerable extents' 

Dr, Willia^^Snow of the American Social Hygiene issocio- 
tion gave a short talV commending the program in' general and 
commenting on the advancement during his twenty-five year associo^ 
tion with the problem of venereal disease control,' 

Mr, Joseph T^wens of the f^CP, then gave a short' 
involved statement in which he emphasized the difficulties - 
encountered by police departments in suppressing prostitution, 
bringing out particularly the opposition encountered in the form 
of owners 'improper ty and stating that police departments vould be 
only as effective as the public wished them to be. He also ^ 
mentioned the difficulties encountered in police departments due 
to the loss' of experienced personnel to the amy by i?»duction ond 
enlistMnt. He pointed out in this connection that police 
responsibilities were increasing due to wartime conditioner^- 
whereckB the supply of experienced personnel was dimintsHtsigr 
used tht situation requiring particular efforts to suppress .^^ 
prostitution as an example of the increased responsibility of% 
laio enforcement agencies^' 
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lir» Williar^outer of the International Sheriff '9 
Association then gave a very bombastic talh in which he stated 
he had come to Washington prepared to uphold the position of the- 
Sheriff's Association regarding this same natter of manpower 
shortage due to inductions and enlistments but that he had been 
converted while here and now was prepared to turn over every 
sheriff in the United States to the Army without further delay* 
He became rather hysterical during this talh and at the end was 
shouting, having substituted sound for sense. 

Brigadier General B, C^^raper, Chief Constable of 
Toronto, Canada, gave a short talh reviewing the experience of 
past years in connection with prostitution and venereal disease 
repression and commended the ends and purposes of the present 
conference. 

Lieutenant Colonel Georg^^aher of the Selective Service 
headquarters talhed at some length explaining the problems of 
Selective Service, Re stated that the President had given specific 
directions as to the necessity for having eleven million men 
under arms by the end of 1943. He stated that the reservoir of 
eligible men between 18 and 37 years of age included twenty-two 
millioni that from previous induction experience approximately 
42^ of these could be expected to be exempted for physical 
disabilities including venereal infection as well as less serious 
ills. He stated that in addition between three and a half million 
and four million men of the reservoir were engaged in afifriculturol 
pursuits which would be the basis for exemption and that accordingly 
it could be anticipated that all the rest of the reservoir vmuld - 
be in the armed services by the end of 1943. Be pointed out this 
would include members jaf police departments and he encouraged the 
police departments accordingly to begin to. obtain personnel 
immediately ^outside the age groups of 18 to 37, In the course of 
his remarhs he unfortunately used the words bartenders" and *r ace 
trach boohies*'and immediately upon his closing corments Jtdward 
J, JLeily of the Shade Island State Police leaped to his feet and 
with a great show of force and resentment defended the polios of 
the country from the inference which he asserted Colonel Ba^ej^ , 
hod susde that they were all bartenders ond race trach bookl#ji« 
Of -course. Colonel Baher had not actually made this ^^f*T^f*^^MJ^^ 
no sucih inference could have been' obtained from his re»ani|g^^^ 
Xither Mr. Kelly had not listened to him or loas seizing 'Viil^^m*'- 
oooasion to present some of his ideas and to dermnd' 'som9:.;:tC'-'^:^'' > 
spectacular attention. Considerable heat was generated di tnXp. 
point by Kelly, and Taft who was in the chair at the time attempted 
on several occasions to inject himself into Kelly *s remarKs and . 
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"^low bliB up but oas unsuccessful » At this point in tha proce$C>ings 
it looked as if the meeting might degenerate into a riot and both 
Taft, and Sess were obviously soroeirhat worrted. However, Colonel 
Bahet as soon as Kelly had slowed down, answered by explaining that 
he had not intended the inference which Kelly had taken from Hit 
remarks and made a complete and thorough apology adding that if 
such an inference had been made he was retracting it. At this 
point Taft suggested that an intermission was in order and the 
conference was discontinued for a ten minute interval* 

After the intermission short talks were presented by 
S, 5« Higgins, president of the Yellow Cab Company of Philadelphia 
and representative here of the National Organization of foxtcab 
Operators, Robert K, Christenberry, an official of the Hotel Astor, 
Sew York City, and representing the National Hotel Operators 
Association, and Howard Jon es, secretary. Council of Alcoholio 
Beverage Industries. Jones, with whom I had a short conversation, 
is a former "fr'^ *'tn f^f Justice Attor ney and was active the 
latter days of prohihiiion enjorcemenv with the department. The 
talks by these latter three men were in the form of assurances of 
cooperation on the part of the businesses they represented toward 
the repression of prostitution. 

The final speaker on the program was Jfr. Clexoell Syhes, 
Chief of the Taxicab Section of the Office of Defense Transporta^ 
tion, Sykes gave a rather clever talk explaining the operations 
of hi's unit and inferring that it would be cooperative in. the 
present program, 

Dr, Hahn, who replaced Dr.' Otis Anderson of the U} 8* 
Publie Health Service on this program, gave a short talk again 
dealing with the plans of the Public Health Service in the natter 
of establishing centers for the treatment of venereal infection^ 
No substantial claims were made by Dr, Hahn that any of these 
centers were actually established and it was impossible to gather 
from his talk any very substontial information. 

Immediately before the intermission Ur^ Taft took occasion 
to acknowledge the presence of Colonel UcCullough, Colonel Jems* 
fm Walsh and Ua;}or William A, Brumfield of the War Departueut^' 
<itf Myeelf as a representative of the FBI, This was the bi^ 
oco^ion during the program in which any mention was made 
Bureau^ 
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The total attendance at this program xoas approximately 
60 or 65 including those listed on the program of addresses. With 
the exception of the reports made by Commander Carter of the Navy 
and Colonel Turner of the Army there was no substantial indication 
of accomplishment toward the objectives of venereal disease 
repression and all of the other speahers dealt in terms of mutual 
congratulation because 0/ the degree of cooperation apparent. 
Various references were made by the speakers to the fact that 
much had been accomplished in the past 25 years toward the 
objecttues of venereal disease repression but no solid facts 
were shown to be resultant with the exception of a comment made 
by Elliott Ness to the effect that 20 years ago it was impossible 
to mention the words syphilis and gonorrhea in public, whereas 
today it was quite possible. This was regarded as a great advance 
by all members who commented thereon. 

With the exception of the explosion of Edward J, Kelly 
of the Rhode Island State Police above described, all those i7\ 
attendance seemed to be on good terms on the surface at least. 
However, there was an obvious undercurrent of dissatisfaction on 
the part of the police in attendance who evidently feel that on 
the one hand their efforts to enforce local ordinances against 
prostitution are too frequently opposed by elements of personal 
or special interests in their localities and on the other feel 
that while special emphasis is being given to such problems today 
and while they are being ashed to more aggressively enforce antt- 
prostitution ordinances, they are being deprived of their more able 
and capable personnel at the same time. 

During the meeting neither Taft nor Ness had anything to 
contribute of the nature which would console the police in this' 
regard and after boiling down their remarks their only rolls were 
those of conciliators and back slappers.

Last night "The Untouchables" portrayed the criminal activities yOv^" 
of Vincent " Mad Dog" Coll, a New York hoodlum who had a psychopathic hatred 
towards New York beer baron " Dutch" tchultz. The program depicted means by 
which Coll, a demented thug with uncontrollable homicidal tendencies, attempted 
to cause Schultz financial ruin. 

In trying to hurt Schultz, Coll kidnaps and murders one 
"Lefty" Gallagher, a Schultz bodyguard, for whom he attempted to extort 
$100, 000 ransom from Schultz. There is no indication whatsoever of interstate 
transportation of the kidnap victim. In fact it appears that the body was found in 
New York City, Ui^ame place where the kidnaping occurs. "The Untouchables" 
headed by EUietlfess entered the action following the kidnaping, commenting to 
local police that they can go into this now because of the kidnaping. While at no 
time is any mention made that "The Untouchables" are connected with the FBI, 
the suggestion is conveyed that jurisdiction in kidnap matters falls within the 
authority of " The Untouchables. " 

Walte/winchell once again figured prominently as a narrator of 
this program. ^, /- 

OBSERVATION: 

While no mention was made that "The Untouchables" are members 
of the FBI, there is a tendency to usurp FBI jurisdiction for the purposes of 
portraying achievements of other law enforcement agencies. A continuation of 
this trend will be watched carefully as future programs of this series are 
monitored by the Crime Research Section.

Reference is made to the attached memorandum which 
Mr. Nease directed to Mr. Tolson under date of November 29, 1957. 

The files do not reflect the most current information concerning 
Elliott Ness. I recall discussing with Supreme Court Justice Burton, at 
the Liaison party, our previous association in Cleveland and the name of 
Elliott Ness came up. Justice Burton stated that it was too bad Elliott 
Ness had died. I did not make any comment on this point. I today 
checked the file and am unable to locate any reference to this. 



A check with the Cleveland Office indicated that Elliott Ness, 
I according to a news item, died on May 16, 1957, at his home in 
j Coudersport, Pennsylvania, of a heart attack. Among other things, it 
' indicated he had been m arri ed three timfip. It is also noted he was 
married to Elizabeth Seaver. This was his last wife and it is my 
understanding that she had some tie-in with the Diebold Safe Company. 
This may account for the fact that he was Board Chairman of the Diebold 
Safe Company and it is also noted that he was connected with the 
Fidelity Check Corporation and the Guaranty Paper Corporation.

ferred back to Internal Revenue in 1933. I told him that during a portion of the 
time the Prohibition Unit was under the jurisdiction of the Attorney General it 
had been under the immediate jurisdiction of the Bureau, but that it had never 
been integrated as such with what is known today as the FBI. I suggested to 
him that he might wish to check with Internal Revenue Service to determine 
whether Ness had ever been assigned by them to the Cincinnati area. 

Our files do reflect that in August, 1933, Ness was reappointed 
as a Senior Prohibition Investigator in the Internal Revenue Service located 
at Cincinnati. I thought it best, however, to let Mr. Bridwell determine this 
from Internal Revenue Service.
